Contrast this with the old liability 
laws under which less than one-third 
of the amount paid by employers 
ever reached the victims of indus- 
trial accidents. 
And consider this: 


That compensation 
is being 
paid 


promptly and medical aid is bein 
furnished immediately after the ac- 


] cident. Under the old law, if it came 


j at all, the relief arrived after long 
and expensive litigation. 


Employers Satisfied 


"The commission rejoices to 
see 


honest men, suffering accidental in- 
jury, get full compensation for dis- 
ability. The employers are not com- 
plaining at the amounts paid their 
men so long as they are satisfied 
that tbe deserving receive the bene- 
fits. 
But every one of us must do 


all in his power to prevent disgrace 
coming to the administration of tha 
law by the Impositions of the cun- 
ning or the neurotic. 
The injiired 


man who is really unable to work 
has our full sympathy; the man who 
is well but who, 
with melancholy 


face and halting step, seeks to ob- 
tain a pittance to satisfy a lazy dis- 
position, is an object of contempt. 
By adding to the cost of compensa- 
tion he makes it more difficult to 
secure laws adequately compensating 
the deserving. We need a wholesome 
public sentiment among workmen on 
this subject. The whining mendicant 
must not receive tha sympathy and 
encouragement due to the brave but 
helpless ma.n."
